Holy Book Is Neither tha Compen- 
dium of Truth Nor Theology, Da- 
ciarea an Offlctai Editorial 
In tha Biblical World. 

C hl( ago —The divinity school of the 
fnlveisliy of Chicago Rave the world 
another startilng bit of advanced ihe- 
oloKy when the 13 editors of the H1MI- 
cal World put their O. K. on the state- 
ment that the Bible la not a comjien- 
dlum of ethics and never was intend- 
ed to be. 

The arRiiment appeared In the form 
of an editorial in the inaKazlne, of 
which Prof Krneat DeWlti llurton, D. 
D., head of the department of New 
Testament literature and Interpreta 
tlon, la tha adltor>ia-cblef. The asso 
elate edttora are members of the fac 
ulty. aad their unanimous approval is 
neceaaary before an editorial goea to 
the printer. Often two or throe col- 
laborate on an article. 

The editorial makes the argument 
that the ethical methoda of Jcsua were 
ideal In that they were elaatic and ad- 
justed to tit 'conditions as they were 
found. 

In an interview Dr. Burton elaborat- 
ed oB tha prooeatmenta made In the 
editorial ia a manner to emphaaize 
what many persona had read between 
the lines, vis., that Sunday basebal! 
and other peraonal enjoyment of the 
Sabbath were not neceaaarily sinful, 
in the minds of the 13 professors. Dr. 
Burton did not mention baseball In his 
diacourse nor did he mention aaloona, 
but he left room for some very plain 
Inferences. As did the editorial, he 
heU that tha Bible was not aa iron- 
clad dapoaltofy d' trath aad arbi

"The Bible Is not a compendium of 
truth, aor avaa of theology," said Dr. 
Burtoa. "It la a record of Religious 
and aHAal- anartiBdOs rather than 
the laat aaUMitur aad a composiuon 
of all theotod^cal truth, such aa It ia 
held to be by most churches. 

'Taktag the Bible av the beginnlnt 
aad following It through, we find it 
ever-changing, according to the con- 
captloa of the times. We cannot take 
It aa a eaapaadtaai and opening it 
say: Thara la tha taw; there is the 
truth.' -

Kow shall he gain de- 
fensible moral aeavletions concerning 
the ethics of child labor if he confine 
his attention to a Utordture which 
aever dreamed e( the poasiblllty of 
modem factorloa aad maehtaery? 

"Wbea one turns to the Gospels 
one cannot fail to ba impressed with 
the way in whM Jaaas taught moral- 
ity directly froas Mta rather than by 
the methoda of the scribes, ii.. de- 
tonnlned what was right in any In- 
staace by examining the situation it- 
self. When sickness needed to be 
healed the interests of suffering hu- 
manity were of more lorportance to 
him thaa the Jewish leftatatloa ooa- 
eeraing the Sabbath. 

"Is It not time that we should cease
